Applicant hereby petitions the Assistant Commissioner to 
merge Application Serial Number 10/059,942 and Application 
Serial Number 10/060,035. 

Application Serial Number 10/059,942 was filed on January 
28, 2002, as a continuation of Application Serial Number 
09/378,230. In this filing, a Request for Continuation 
Application, Declaration and Preliminary Amendment were 
provided. The specification (the prior application) was 
inadvertently omitted.
